NAPANEE, FRIDAY. JULY 14, 

His Excellency the Governor-Gen¬ 
eral will sail from Quebec for England 
on Saturday, and landing the arrival 
of tho Earl of Aberdeen Genera' 
Montgomery Moore, commander of Her 
Majesty’s forces in North America, will 
act as administrator of the govern¬ 
ment of Canada.

Financial quackery in 
the States, like tariff quackery in the 
Canada, lias proved both expensive 
and inglorious. The tariff has prob¬ 
ably cost as much in proportion to

During the last three years that the 
Reform party held power in tho Dom¬ 
inion tho annual expenditure on ac¬ 
count of superannuation was increased 
by $4,761, or from $101,027 to $100,- 
588. This increase was more than 
covered by the increase in contribu¬ 
tions to the fund, which were $37,078 
in 1875 and $41,850 in 1878. Since 
1878, under Tory rule, the outlay for 
superannuation has been increased 
from $100,588 to $253,070. Last yoar 
theoutlay for superannuation increased 
from $241,110 to $253,070, though the 
contributions from civil servants to 
the superannuation fund were only 
$02,824 in 1801 and $03,862 in*1802.

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ents are due to the board of education 
for at least one of the features of that 
body’s administration—the free book 
system. It is a fact not commonly known 
that the pupils of the public schools in 
this city are furnished with all the outfit 
of books, slates and paper necessary 
throughout their course at school free of 
charge. ’To jjo this entails an expense of 
about $100,000 every year and a vast deal 
of work in procuring and distributing 
the required supplies. Only one other 
city in tho state, that of Now York, 
treats its school children as munificent¬ 
ly. Tho system has been in vogue in 
Brooklyn for some years and is found to 
be so satisfactory that no change is ex¬ 
pected or even considered at all. 

Tho books used in this city’s schools 
are selected by tho board of education's 
committee on studies, who report their 
selections to the full board for confirma¬ 
tion before (he books are finely listed. 
Thero are now on tho catalogue of text¬ 
books and works of whatever sort for 
which heed is found to exist in tho 
schools upward of 1,000 different kinds 
of books ranging from primers to ab- 
etrnso works on philosophy. The list 
includes a variety of algebras, arithme¬ 
tics, books on astronomy, bookkeeping, 
chemistry, civil government, composi¬ 
tion and rhetoric, dictionaries te Eng¬ 
lish and several other langncgi *, books 
on elocution, etymology, geography, go- 
ofnetry, grammar, history, languages, 
literatnro, methods of teaching, physiol¬ 
ogy, readers, maps, charts, copy books, 
drawing books, muric books and charts, 
science and natural philosophy and sup¬ 
plementary readers. 

The modus operondi of getting the 
right books in tho right quantities to tho 
soveral schools is this: The principal of 
a school makes up from reports furnished 
by his subordinates a requisition which 
is written out on a blank form with the 


To boom up any particular line of 
product until a regular rush is made 
by every merchant, whether connected

A little time ago 
it was the egg trade that was going to 
make the fortunes of farfirors and 
exporters. Now it is the hny trade. 
This year is an exceptional one in 
England. Tho long contintred drought 
has caused hay to bring very high 
prices, but the journals who fool their 
readers by quoting the very highest 
price paid for some fancy lot, as if Ot 
were the regular thing and any Can¬ 
adian hay shipped over would fetch 
that figure, without difficulty are any¬ 
thing but honest. We do not for a 
moment impugn the statement that a 
certain sale was made at £8.10 per ton, 
but what we protest against is the 
inferenco that at that price there is a 
demand for Canadian hay. Our most 
experienced exporters are pretty unan¬ 
imous in their declaration that offers for 
Canadian hay at present run from £5 to 
£0 with buyers at the latter figure 
scarce and wanted. The result of all this 
writing up of the hay trade has been to 
raise the price on this side and also to 
very lurgely increase freight rates, so 
that hay laid down in an English port 
to-day costs the Canadian exporter 
nearly double what it would have done 
two years ago. Another result is that 
the port is actually suffering from a 
regular blockade of hay for which at 
present there appears to be no outlet 
and much of which will eventually 
have to he sold at very low prices to

Demands for maps, globes, charts, dic¬ 
tionaries, blackboards, janitore* supplies, 
etc., must lio approved by the chairmen 
of tho local committees. Tho requisi¬ 
tions after passing tho committee on li¬ 
braries aro sent to tho secretary of the 
board of education, George G. Brown, 
who controls the distribution of tho sup¬ 
plies for tho schools. 

Tho requisitions aro tabulated onco a 
week, and upon tho basis of tho result 
of tho tabulation orders aro made out 
upon tho publishers. Lack of room for 
tho storage of tho supplies and scarcity 
of money forbid any considerable quan¬ 
tity of books being carried in stock. All 
tho books uro deliverod at tho bookroom 
in tho office building of tho board of ed¬ 
ucation, whero they aro counted, and 
each one is stamped “Property Board of 
Education, City of Brooklyn,” and en¬ 
tered on tho roCelving hook. The clerks 
mako up tho orders for tho sovoral 
schools, and the packages aro sent to 
their destinations by express. 

A separate uceount of books received 
and returned is kept ut the headquarters 
of the board of education with each 
school. Tho books aro charged to the 
principals, who in turn ch&rgo them to 
tho teachers, the latter keeping track of 
the disposition of tho volumes among 
tho pupils. When the bookB becomo un¬ 
fit for use, they aro turned in and re¬ 
bound if oxponslvo, and if cheap sold 
for waste paper. All bodice when they 
cannot bo used any longer, whether fit 
for rebinding or no4, must bo returned 
to tho board of education. If pupils 
willfully destroy them, they are obliged 
to pay for others to replace tho books de¬ 
stroy! d. In tho case of books lost by 
pupils ths teachers aro vested with a cer¬ 
tain degreo of discretionary power 
touching what measures if any shall be 
taken to make good tho loss. 

llow long tho averago schoolbook lasts 
i * u matter for speculation. Tho life of 
l ho average book differs with the locality 
of tho school aud the character of the 
pupils. In some sections, for instnneo, 
tho books uro converted Dto playthings 
for tho baby at homo, whilo in others 
the greatest pride is manifested in pre¬ 
serving tho books clean and unimpaired. 
Ho, too, a geography of a good kind 
will last freqtt^ntly srcrral vears, whilo 
©no M ason of work is generally tho limit 
of endurance of a primer. Whatever

The Control of th* Nicaragua Canal. 
Tho cost of the Nicaragua canal has 
been variously estimated. Tho latest I 
have seen, and I believe it to be tho high¬ 
est, is $87,000,000. The company engagod 
in its construction proposes to raise in 
somo way $100,000,000—an excess of $18,- 
000,000 abovo the estimated cost—to pay 
^j"iuteregt till the canal is in operation and 
to provido for contingencies that may 
arise. The sum is not largo if tho pat- 
ronago the canal shall receive proves to 
bo anything like what is predicted and 
seems probable. 

There are differences of views as to 
how the canal shall be constructed and 
controlled when in operation. As it will 
prove uio^fc advantageous to our own 
commerce, and as under public control 
excessive jtrofits will not be made on the 
money invested, there is a prevailing 
sentiment that the government should 
build it and manage it after it is built; 
that it should bo free to American ship¬ 
ping, and a tax imposed on foreign pa¬ 
trons only to an extent that is necessary 
to pay tho oxpenso of management and 
repair and a reasonable income on the 
cost of construction.—Richard H. Mc-

1 don’t 
believe she is in trouble, and anyhow if 
she is I'm not responsible. She's' a good 
little girl as far asl know, and I’m sorry, 
but the trouble is she is dead gono on me.

Take soft water, one 
gallon ; boil up in this 4 lb. of soap until it 
is dissolved VYhon it has been boiling for 
a few minutes take it off lbe»»ove and pour 
it into a wash-tub, into which you may put 
two gallons of coal oil, that is twice as 
much coal-oil as yon have soap-suds. If 
you have not a garden syringe or spray 
pump, it will pay you a thousand tunes 
over to bny one. New churn the mixture 
by working it up wi<h the syringe for five 
niinfitef! Yoji then get a thick creamy 
mixture, which will be of p jelly likp pon 
sistency when cold, which will keep for ti 
long time. You need not use it all at once 
You can make enough for ten years, at d 
set aside until needed. When you want to 
use it, take as much of the emulsion as you 
desire and add to it first of all three times 
tho quantity of hot water and it will dis¬ 
solve, then add twice as much more water ; 
this is in sli nine parts of water to one part 
<*f emulsion Three quarts is enough to 
treat properly a single animal.

Wot Bo Many I.lves Lost m First Reporlod 
— Iludlss Recovered. 

World’s Fair Grounds, Chicago, July 
!■—Tweat y-oight hours after the occur¬ 
rence of the calamity w! ich shrouded tho 
handsome White City in gloom, tho most 
conseruative estimate* of the number kill¬ 
ed shrinks slightly. The dead are 
now known to be 12, wldlo two 
•uff«re?fc are lying in the cmergenc 
hospital gasping away the few hours of \u 
which ore yet allot tod them. Tho numb?, 
ed dead include those who died in the hos¬ 
pital from their injuries and the un¬ 
fortunates whose charred and blackened 
trunks wore taken from the mass of debris 
whereon yesterday stood a handsome white¬ 
washed structure. 

ihe unknown dead will probably never 
be known, but efforts will be made to 
morrow by tho aid of powerful ma- 
ehinery to lift tho net wot It of freer, 
iug pipes, allowing tho firemen to 
delve deeper for the remains, which, it is 
conceded by all, are certainly wedged be¬ 
low. Probably by noon tomorrow the 
anxiously awaited truth will have boen 
reached. 

At daylight yesterday Marshal King 
ami 20 laborers were at work on the ruins. 
They usod their implements well, and l>y 7 
o clock three bodies were recovered from 
tho ruins, but they w r r. so badly charred 
and disfigured as to make recognition abso¬ 
lutely impossible. 

Oao thing seoms quite evident, however, 
and th&KTffctfcat tho bodies discovered arc 
not the rcm/iirtfb*jf firemen. The locality 
in which they wef* (ound seems to preclude 
this possibility.
